THE TRIUMPH OF BIG INCH-BY-INCH 


For 11 backbreaking months a team of the 
world’s most experienced pipelayers worked 
through the Canadian Ro Last week they 
just about finished the roughest pipeline job 
on the globe. The 711-mile Trans Moui 
Oil Pipeline, known to its builders as 
Inch-by-Inch,” snakes through mountain wil- 
dernesses to carry oil from the rich Alberta 
fields to Vancouver. It was built by half a doz- 
en U.S. and Canadian oil companies to reach 
the oil-thirsty markets of the West Coast. But 
when the line was projected, the hazards of 
the almost inaccessible terrain seemed insur-

mountable to contractors who came up, gave 
one look and abandoned all ideas of bidding. 

Comstock-Midwestern Ltd., which took the 
colossal gamble on building the line, found 
that it cost as much as $1,000 a foot to build 
the worst section, in a cliff-sided valley, con- 
trasted with a cost of about $10 a foot in aver- 
age bad country. Valuable equipment got out 
of control, rolled down the cliffs, fell into rock- 
strewn rivers or was buried in landslid 
the line cost much more than money 
lost their lives.

TEAM OF TOUGH MEN 
LEAD PERILOUS LIFE 


Although Canadian tenderfeet did the unskilled 
work, Big Inch-by-Inch was really built by a 
corps of veteran U.S. pipelayers. Their o 
pational diseases run to mangled arms, bro- 
ken bones and tropical ailments picked up 
while pipelaying in the swamps of South Amer- 
ica or the Near East. On the Trans Mountain 
job many of the veterans qualified for 
membership in the “Bird Club,” which means 
they successfully bailed out of a machine out 
of control and about to dive to destruction. 

Although some of them have been bruising 
themselves at this occupation for as long as 
half a century, they all say that this year is 
going to be their last. They are always talking 
about such nice things as retirement plans 
and shorter hours, but each year finds them 
back on the pipeline, about as far from re- 
tirement benefits and a 40-hour week as a 
man can get. There is little job security in 
their work. Men get fired at the snap of a 
finger. One foreman on Trans Mountain had 
the problem of removing the rock face of a 
200-foot cliff at the bottom of which was a 
railroad track, which had to be kept open, He 
decided to blow the rock with such power that 
it would go over the track into the canyon 
600 feet below. “He was going to be a hero 
or a bum,” his boss said. The foreman shot 
his charges. The cliff dissolved in smoke and 
tons of rock thundered over the tracks—ex- 
cept for one boulder the size of a three-room 

se which buried itself in the railroad right- 
f-way. He was a bum,” his boss said, and 
fired him on the spot. 

The veterans earn $1,000 a month after tax- 
es, When working in the north, they are laid 
off during the heavy winter snows.

tis part of U.S. mythology that Europeans 
evade paying their taxes, and plenty do. In 
the current drive by the French Ministry of 
Finance to prosecute tax evaders, the owner 
of a small cabaret in the Parisian suburbs got 
bitten for $78,000, a wholesale liquor dealer 
almost $200,000, “It’s about time,” thought 
many a U.S. taxpayer when he read the news. 

However, taxpayers in six New England 
states, Missouri, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Nebraska and parts of Texas and Ohio weren’t 
feeling so smug. During the summer Internal 
Revenue Service agents traveled from door to 
door and from office to office in those areas, 
checking up on tax returns, “This is the 
sort of thing that the Communist government 
does in Russia,” cried Congresswoman Edith 
Nourse Rogers, of Massachusetts; “a strange, 
dangerous, intolerable thing,” mumbled the 
Boston Record. But the taxpayers themselves 
didn’t seem to mind “Operation Snoop,” as 
the press dubbed it. Boston news photogra- 
phers trailed agents all one day, hoping to get 
a picture of an irate housewife bawling an 
agent out, but there was not a single slammed 
door, and not one sicced dog. Furthermore, it 
paid off: a two-day canvass in New England 
netted $242,000 worth of delinquencies. The 
New England canvass, based on individuals, 
showed that 13% of those canvassed had neg- 
lected to send Unele Sam his sugar; in Mis- 
souri, where the canvass was devoted to small 
businesses, it had somehow slipped the mind 
of 14%. T. Coleman Andrews, the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, pointed out that 
he was realizing $24 for every $1 spent in col- 
lection and announced last week that the can- 
vassing would be “stepped up and intensified.” 

We salute Commissioner Andrews, who is 
doing a herculean job in the Augean tax stables 
left by the Truman administration. We our- 
selves always pay our taxes in full and on 
the nail, but for some time now we've been 
pretty suspicious of that bald, elderly play- 
hoy with the waxed mustache who lives across 
the street. 
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West Germany's landslide vote for Adenauer 
is the best news for the U.S. since East Ger- 
many’s uprising of June 17. All our good 
news lately seems to be made in Germany—a 
fact that beclouds its reception among those 
of us who can’t forget Hitler. Are we to con- 
sider Germany—so soon—the hope of the 
West and freedom’s best friend? Certainly 
we should know with some precision what 
we are cheering about. 

In Adenauer’s victory, the first cheer is 
for what we escaped. Secretary Dulles was 
tactless but accurate in saying that an Ade- 
nauer defeat would have been “disastrous” 
for U.S. policy in Europe. That policy is to 
rearm and unite the Continent, so that it can 
hold up its head against the Russian threat 
and ultimately win back its lost Eastern 
members. The Germans, understandably, are 
more immediately concerned with their own 
reunification, which involves Russian with- 
drawal from East Germany. Adenauer knows 
the Russians respect only strength. But his 
opponents, the Social Democrats, argue that 
a Russian withdrawal might be “purchased” 
by a German promise of demilitarized neu- 
trality. Had they won, Europe would have 
remained half-armed and united only by the 
tired mood of “realism” (i.e. appeasement) 
that has already incapacitated France and 
infected Britain. U.S. goals wouldn't have 
been worth a plugged nickel. Fortunately, 
the German voter revalidated them. 

But there are more positive reasons to 
cheer: Adenauer himself and the state of 
his nation. He has been chancellor for four 
years. During this time Germany has emerged 
from ostracism to international respect and 
from the debris of defeat to the most dynam- 
prosperity of any European country. Now 
Adenauer will be chancellor for another four 
years, h comparable gains in prospect. 
The election eliminated both the Commu- 
nists and the neo-Nazis from the German 
parliament, and Germany, as a French paper 
confesses, must now be called “the most 


Besides political coherence, Adenauer’s 
Germany has coherent policies. In domestic 
affairs. his government stands for free enter- 
prise and what it says in the economic text- 
books and, as always when the classical rem- 
edies are conscientiously applied, they gave 
pain but they worked. The inflation was 
stopped, the businessman was decontrolled, 
the investor was encouraged by the tax pol- 
icy. Result: a vigorous expansion of indus- 
try that has all but wiped out unemployment 
(except in beleaguered Berlin), despite 10 
million refugees. The socialist indictment 
was that this policy had “made 200 million- 
aires.” But it made a lot more than 200 votes. 

Adenauer's foreign policy is forthrightly 
European. The more France and Italy waver 
in the cause of European unity, and the 


more aloof stands Britain, the firmer grows 
Adenauer. “Think about Europe,” read the 
banner under which he made his campaign 
speeches. He tells his people that “Germany 
is a world power no longer. We can find se- 
curity only in firm community with other 
nations.” Nor is he ambiguous about which 
nations. “Long ago I made a great decision: 
we belong to the West, and not to the East.” 
This has kept him contemptuous of Russia’s 
clumsy wooing, patient with France and a 
friend to the U.S. He even tells Europe that 
it has “an entirely wrong conception of the 
American people,” that we are a people of 
“spiritual capacity and concern for human 
freedom.” This is, to say the least, a spectac- 
ularly unfashionable way for a European pol- 
itician to talk. 


Adenauer’s claim on our support is tw 
fold. First, by revalidating our European 
goals and giving them a European headquar- 
ters, he invites us to push them with more 
vigor from this end. He believes that the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community, which looked 
dead a month ago, can be a reality within 
months. Overnight it has become a live issue 
again in its country of origin, France. The 
French, who heard the news from Germany 
with mixed shame and envy, may well be 
stimulated to regain a little pride. Their 
counterpart to Adenauer, Robert Schuman, 
who was dropped months back as a Utopian 
fuddy-duddy, is respectfully quoted in the 
French press once more. 

The Adenauer challenge is aimed not only 
at the free world’s best interests, but at its 
better nature. That is his second claim to 
}.S. support. Success for Germany is not 
the sole criterion of his policy. “One must 
do everything in one’s power for an ideal 
that one believes in. In my case, it is the 
ideal of saving Christian civilization.” He 
is of course a devout Christian, a Roman 
Catholic, whose politics have attracted much 
Protestant support. He has won Germany 
by being firm in positions that he believes 
right, whether popular or not. The coher- 
ence of his policies is therefore basically 
a moral coherence—something for which 
European politics thirst. 

Experience teaches the West to be wary of 
German well-doing. Germany's characteris- 
tie vices are really “virtues gone mad,” such 
as false humility and national Messianism. 
But how does one remedy unwelcome char- 
acteristics in 49 million people? All one can 
hope to do is to change their environment. 
That is one of the best reasons for European 
unity: it would change Germany’s environ- 
ment by absorbing a troublesome nation into. 
a community that outnumbers it. The good 
Germans have won a great victory in Ger- 
many and one of them is the undisputed 
leader of the European unity movement. 
What an opportunity for progress!

‘FRANCE IS FIGHTING THE GOOD FIGHT’ 


by DONALD R. HEATH 


When Lue published a highly critical report on the 
Indochinese war there was a storm of resentment in 
France, and the story was denounced by the French 
Foreign Office. The article prompted Donald R. Heath, 
U.S. ambassador to Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, who 
participated in the discussions leading to more American 
aid and French reinforcements, to write a reply based 
on his diplomatic knowledge and observations. His 
vigorous dissent to the Lire. article follows: 


Ina recent issue Lire published a report on Indochi- 
na by Photographer-Correspondent David Douglas 
Duncan. This article represented France as half- 
heartedly fighting a losing war against Communism 
and simultaneously trying to preserve her domina- 
tion over a rich colony, a corrupt society fiddling 
while Indochina burned and American millions mis- 
spent in a vain effort to shore up a decadent colonial- 
ism. This is a depressing picture, 
but in my opinion it is untrue. 

France is fighting the good fight 
in Indochina, the fight of the free 
world against Communism, just as 
the U.N. fought to check Commu- 
nist aggression in Korea. For seven 
years French soldiers and airmen 
have been dying to preserve the 
integrity of Cambodia, Laos and 
Vietnam, and to prevent all of rich, 
strategic Southeast Asia from fall- 
ing under Communist domination. 

‘The rebel Vietminh masquerades 
under the cloak of “nationalism” 
which the Communists have used 
as a phony catchword all through 
Southeast Asia. I believe that a ma- 
jority of the Indochinese people 
see through this masquerade. Many 
of them did not at first, to be sure. 
Large numbers originally supported 
the Vietminh Communist leader 
Ho Chi Minh in the belief that he was fighting a war 
for the independence of Vietnam, which is the prin- 
cipal political and military battleground in this strug- 
gle. But by and large the Vietnamese have become 
disenchanted with Communism, even though thou- 
sands of them are powerless to leave the Red-domi- 
nated areas of Vietnam for the safety of government- 
controlled areas. The Vietminh has exposed itself as 
the unblushing pander to Communist China, aii 
ing to make of the three Associated States Red ( 
nese satellites. 

But the Vietminh has not overrun Indochina. This 
is guerrilla warfare, the very essence of which is 
fluidity, and the pattern has been a seesaw pattern 
of territories frequently changing hands. Unlike Ko- 
rea, there is no fixed front. Perhaps tardily, the 
French and the Vietnamese have recognized the need 
of conducting this war to meet local conditions and 
have activated light battalions to seek out the Com- 
munist forces in the brush and to pacify the areas 
gained by regular troops. 

The trouble with fighting—and winning—the In- 
dochinese war has so far lain in financing, equip- 
ping and officering the national armies. The costs 
cannot be borne entirely by the fledgling Associated 
States and the already overburdened French budget. 
This is where the U.S. comes in, paying a large share 
of the cost of training and matériel for the Associated 
States’ armies in the belief that the cause of these 
nations’ independence and free world opposition to 
slavery is thus ably served. 

The French political position in Indochina is

widely misunderstood. Although French influence 
dates back to 1787, when the missionaries first came, 
the day of French colonial rule is past, In late 1949 
Cambodia, Laos and Vietnam achieved juridical in- 
dependence within the French Union, and they have 
been recognized by 35 nations. France did retain 
powers necessary to conduct of the war and also cer- 
tain economic, cultural and judicial privileges. How- 
ever, recognizing that the three states had traveled a 
long way toward assuming the responsibilities of 
sovereignty, France on July 3 of this year invited 
them to negotiate the transfer of those powers, and 
these negotiations are now under way. 

Cambodia, Laos and Vietnam do, then, have a 
stake in this war: independence in the community of 
free nations or subjugation under Communist die- 
tatorship. It is altogether fitting that Indochinese 
should fight in their own war, as they are fighting— 
and dying. Moreover none of the 
three states has had any difficulty 
in recruiting troops. 

Tt has been argued that France 
must give complete independence 
to Vietnam now, walk out lock, 
stock and barrel, and leave the Vi- 
etnamese to fight the war and win. 
It has also been argued that France 
is dragging her feet on formation of 
a Vietnamese army because a strong 
national fighting force would mean 
the end of French domination. This 
is nonsense, for three reasons: 

1) The French long ago passed 
the point of no return in the relin- 
quishment of sovereignty over In- 
dochina, and on July 3 formalized 
their intention to turn remaining 
powers over to local authoriti 

2) Total French withdrawal, leav- 
ing the Vietnamese to fight alone, 
might be possible, but to leave them 
to fight and win is a ridiculous suggestion. Only the 
blind could doubt the immediate Communist en- 
gulfment of Southeast Asia. 

3) The French have not lagged on creation of the 
national armies, established in 1950, but have been 
endeavoring to increase both regular and light units 
as rapidly as possible in order to relieve their own 
troops for commitments under NATO. 

Even “professional” nationalists in Indochina, 
who have stood criticizing on the sidelines for years, 
do not want the French to leave now. Their ideal is 
total absence of French influence except for military 
and economic assistance. But recognizing reality, 
they are willing to play ball with the former colonial 
power by granting certain privileges in return for 
French Union protection. Since July 3 relatively few 
of these attentistes have clung to their skepticism 
of French intentions, perhaps reluctant to see their 
discussions of so many years rendered obsolete. 

We are seeing, I think, a new era of cooperation 
between France and the Associated States. Indochi- 
nese are coming down off the fence to admit that 
now is the time to do the utmost for victory and 
representative political institutions. And the French 
are conceding to nationalist demands. 

Meanwhile a French Union army of more than 
500,000 is in the field. A new offensive spirit ani- 
mates the French Union troops, ably led by General 
Henri Navarre, who is not in Indochina to lose the 
war. Given the will to win, the additional troops 
sought by Navarre, and continued financial support 
of the U.S., final victory, I am convinced, is possible.

Candy for Kids conrimuco 


CHILDREN TESTED THE RECIPES 


The recipes for the candies shown on page 85 are the result of much 
careful work by Virginia Pasley, author of several candy and cookie 
books and also the aunt of seven children who like to help in the kitch- 
en. For weeks her nieces, nephews and their friends tested and tasted 
candy recipes which were repeatedly modified until the children could 
do most of the work themselves and thought the results delicious. 


CREAM CARAMELS 


¥, teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
1 cup nuts (optional) 


2 cups sugar 
{cup light com syrup 

4 cup butter (broken into small pieces) 
2 cups heavy cream (warmed) 


Blend the sugar and corn syrup into a 4-quart saucepan. Place over a low heat, 
stirring constantly until the thick mixture begins to dissolve and comes to 
boil. Put ina candy thermometer and allow to boil without stirring over a high 
heat until thermometer registers 305°. Remove the saucepan from the stove 
and add one small bit of butter. Return the pan to stove and continue cook- 
ing, stirring well while adding the rest of butter bit by bit. When the mixture 
bubbles up and steams, add the cream slowly. Never allow the mixture to stop 
boiling, and continue to stir vigorously so that it will not stick to the bottom 
of the saucepan. Cook until thermometer registers 246° to 250°, depending 
on how hard one likes the caramels to be. These steps should not take more 
than 30 minutes and will usually take less if the heat is kept high enough. 
When the eandy is as hard as required, remove the pan from the stove. Let it 
stand 5 minutes, then add salt and vanilla, Next add nuts, if desired. Stir only 
enough to blend, then pour the mixture into a lightly greased 8-by-11-inch 
pan and cool for several hours. Turn the candy out of the pan, cut into 
squares or oblong pieces with a heavy knife, Wrap the pieces individually 

waxed paper or moisture-proof cellophane and store in a tin box. Makes 
about two pounds, 


APRICOT COCONUT BALLS 


1 teaspoon lemon juice 
J tablespoon orange juice 
2 tablespoons confectioners’ sugar 


1 cup dried apricots 
1 cup dry coconut 

¥ cup nuts—almonds, pecans or walnuts 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 


Steam apricots in the top of a double boiler for 10 minutes, then grind with 
the coconut and nuts, putting through the grinder twice. Knead into a ball, 
adding lemon rind, lemon juice and orange juice, then confectioners’ sugar. 
Use more confectioners’ sugar if required to make a firm mass. Form into 
small balls and roll in granulated sugar. Allow to dry for several hours before 
storing. Makes about one pound, 


NEW ORLEANS PRALINES 


\4 cup butter 
2 cups small pecan meats 


2 cups light brown sugar 
Y cup water 


Measure the light brown sugar, water and butter into a 2-quart saucepan and 
stir over a low heat until the sugar dissolves and the mixture boils, Put in a 
candy thermometer and add the nutmeats, Boil slowly, stirring constantly 
until the temperature reaches 248°, Remove the saucepan from heat and im- 
mediately drop the mixture by tablespoonfuls on waxed paper or into greased 
muffin or pattypans. Makes about one and a quarter pounds. 


HAZELNUT TRUFFLES 


¥4 cup unsalted hazelnuts (finely grated) 2 6-ounce packages semi-sweet chocolate 
{cup confectioners’ sugar ¥ cup cream (warmed) 
Legg white 


Toast the hazelnuts in the oven. Grate them after they have cooled. Blend the 
nuts with the confectioners’ sugar. Add just enough egg white to make a 
firm paste.

ARRIVING IN GERMANY AFTER RELEASE FROM PRISON, A HAGGARD OATIS IS PROTECTED FROM CROWDS BY U.S MPs 


WHY | CONFESSED 


‘| AM NOT A SPY,’ SAYS U.S. REPORTER BUT TELLS HOW REDS FORCED HIM TO SAY HE WAS 


In 1951 a quiet U.S. journalist named William 
Oatis confessed at a Communist propaganda 
trial in Czechoslovakia that he was an American 
spy. He was sentenced to 10 years in prison but 
was pardoned last May. In thisarticle, an expan- 
sion of the section dealing with his interroga- 
tion in his current Associated Press newspaper 
series, Oatis frankly answers a question millions 
of Americans have asked: how did they make 
you confess a crime you had not committed? 


June 23, 1950 I flew from London to 

Prague to become chief of the Associated 
Press bureau in the capital of Czechoslo- 
vakia. My predecessor, Nathan Polowetzky, 
had been expelled by the hoslovak gov- 
ernment for “unobjective” dispatches. The 
day after my arrival I called at the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs to meet Bediich Runge of 
its press section. 

“We realize the necessity of these agen- 
cies,” Runge told me. “We do not ask that 
you report only the good things you see 
here. We know there are some ‘things that 
are bad. All we ask is that you report the 
good as well as the bad.” 

I knew the bulk of my work would be what 
was called “official reporting.” This meant 
transmitting what the government saw fit to 
make public through the official news agen- 
cy, newspapers, radio and ministries of in- 
formation and foreign affairs. I also knew 
that, by the very nature of journalism, some 
of my work should be “unofficial report- 

This meant reporting what diplomats

or Czechs might tell me that the gove 
ment, through oversight or design, had faile 
to make public. There was no formal 
sorship and no ban on unofficial reporting 
as such. 

For 10 months I forwarded the govern- 
ment handouts, but I also dug behind them. 
I got news tips from Czechs and checked 
them with diplomats. I got them from dip- 
lomats and checked them with Czechs. 

I am not a spy and never was. I worked 
in Prague for the ted Press and for 
nobody else. Yet on April 23, 1951 I was ar- 
rested by the SiB—the Stdtni Bez 
secret political police. On the first day I'ad- 
mitted that I had done unofficial reporting, 
which I had; within three days I confessed 
that this was espic which—by any 
Western standard—it was not; and within 
seven days I confessed that I had spied for 
the U.S. government—which was a lie. 

Why did I confess to doing things I had 
not done? Was I drugged? Hypnotized? I 
will tell you why, but the reasons are not so 
simple as many people in the West believe. 
Much of the answer lies in a 42-hour inter- 
rogation that began at 4 a.m. on the sixth 
day of my imprisonment. But to convey the 
full meaning and misery of this ordeal it is 
necessary to describe briefly the events that 
preceded it. The arrest itself came as a tre- 
mendous shock. Although three of my Czech 
employes had been picked up by the StB in 
the preceding month, my own accreditation 
had been renewed just seven days before. 

On the afternoon of April 23 I was at 


when a hefty young Czech nan 
(Mike) Hustak came in with a “story” for 
sale. I knew Hustak slightly. He had been in 
before looking for a job. He showed me a 
photograph of a castle, one of its windows 
marked X in green ink. Here, Hustak said, 
was where Dr. Vlado Clementis, the deposed 
foreign minister, had been imprisoned and 
interrogated. I turned down the story and 
handed the picture back to Hustik. 
can keep it,” he said and hurried out.

pped the picture in a de 
drawer, puzzled but not particularly we 
ried, when the office door opened and. six 
hard-eyed men in trench coats marched in. 
‘Their interpreter flashed a blue card: “StB.” 
I was made to empty my pockets onto a 
table. A detective picked up my notebook 
and a aloud the names of several security 
officers reported to have been purged. He 
laughed. Another found the photograph 
Hustak had left. He yelled: Spiond2! 

Espionage? It seemed too ridiculous, but 
three of the men hurried me down the stairs 
to a waiting StB limousine. “We just want 
to talk to you,” one of my captors said. 
“You will be back here in an hour.” 

The big limousine turned into narrow, 
shabby old Bartoloméjska Ulice and stopped 
near a tall, slick, white modern buildin, 
StB headquarters. In a second floor office I 
was given a chair. StB agents, all strangers, 
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all silent and hostile, grouped themselves around 
me. Suddenly a door opened and a man stalked in 
—a pale, blond, bony man in a trench coat, a man 
with fierce blue eyes, hooded like a reptile’s, be- 
hind heavy glasses. A man I knew, though not by 
name. The previous November I had been called 
in for a routine “chat” with this man, who had 
introduced himself simply as “The Boss.” 

In a few minutes it became clear that he now 
considered himself my boss. “You are here in two 
roles,” he announced, “as a witness against your 
employes, and as a defendant yourself. Do you 
know why your employes are here? Murder—foul 
murder! They protected an enemy agent. An ac- 
complice of that agent took a human life. He 
killed one of our men in cold blood, a man with 
a wife and children!” 

T denied I had had any part in murder and said I 
had never met any such agent. But he told me, 
"We will prove to you that you did.” And then he 
leaned forward, pointed at me, and cried: “Spy!” 

The Boss lectured me for three and one half 
hours. He talked of “our party,” and said, “If 
anyone opposes us, we ruin them!” Finally, at 
about 7 o'clock, he snapped, “If you don’t talk, 
we will have to use other methods!” He leaned 
over his desk to make a telephone call, and I saw 
the black butt of a pistol sticking out of his left 
hip pocket. He hung up and walked out, taking 
most of his men along. 

‘A brawny young man with stiff yellow hair 
brought in a plate of beef and gravy with dump- 
lings. I mallet up a straight chair and ate while 
my three StB guards watched stonily. One of them 
was bald and built like a bull. He sat beside me 
showily flexing and fingering his muscular right 
arm. I already had begun to feel the weight of 
time, like a heavy pack on my back, or a thick 
pillow on my face. Now I thought of an inter- 
preter’s remark early in the interrogation: “You'll 
talk. Everybody talks here.” And I thought of The 
Boss’s mention of “other methods.” I wondered 
if they would beat me. 

Tt was silent in the lighted room, and the si- 
lence cried out for something to fill it. I suffered 
through the monotonous hours. Sometime after 
midnight we stretched out in our chairs under 
the electric light to sleep. The light bothered me, 
and the chill. I put on my overcoat, pulled my 
hat over my eyes, leaned back in my chair, and 
that way I slept a little. 

I awoke to find dawn coming through the wi 
dows from the street. It was perhaps half past five. 
The others were awake too. They led me halfway 
down the hall to another office also facing on the 
street. On the way I heard strange noises coming 
from behind a closed door—a series of weird, high- 
pitched, strangled squalls. They sounded like the

gibberish of a man driven mad by pain. When I 
asked the interpreter, he said with a smile, “That's 
just some persuaded priests.” It might have been 
—or it might have been a phonograph record. 

Our new office was much like the old. Around 
7 o'clock the yellow-haired youth came in with 
coffee and rolls, and we had breakfast. 

Somebody brought my money, pocketknife, 
watch, keys and passport, seized when I was ar- 
rested. I helped the interpreter as he typed a list of 
these things, certifying that the police had them, 
and I signed it. He picked up my notebooks and 
address book from a table and leafed through them, 
I walked the floor, cursing myself for having kept 
such things. 

In a few minutes they resumed the interroga- 
tion they. had started the day before. Different 
men drifted in and out to take a hand. There were 
questions on things in the notebooks and ques- 
tions on things they had got out of my employes. 
And The Boss, back again, asked the question I 
dreaded most. 

“We want to know,” The Boss said, “who gave 
you unofficial information.” 

“T can’t tell you,” I said. 

“Why not?” 

“It’s against the ethics of journalism.” 

Late in the afternoon, there was a letup while 
T ate some sandwiches. Then the interrogation 
began and went on till around one in the morning. 
A cot was brought in, with a pillow and sheets, 
and I went to sleep in my shorts. 


“Just as you say, Mr. Oatis’ 


| AWOKE after six hours, dressed and got some 
breakfast. That was my third day as a prisoner, 
and it was much like the second. There were peo- 
ple popping in and out. There was a meal late in 
the day. And always there were questions—the 
same questions over and over again. 

I answered those I thought were safe. If it 
meant naming diplomats, I named them because 
they were not subject to arrest. But if it meant 
naming Czechs, I did not because they were. And 
at noon the bull-bodied muscle man was around 

ain. 

“Ts he talking yet?” he asked the interpreter. 

“Not yet.” 

“Just as you say, Mr. Oatis,” he said, mocking 
me. “Just as you say.” 

Under steady grilling, I told how diplomats 
had given me reports that the army had been req- 
uisitioning Prague apartments for officers, that 
a school building was to be used for military in- 
struction, and that an insane asylum had been 
turned into a barracks. 

Later The Boss brought me a typewritten state- 
ment for my signature. It had me saying that 
I gathered military information in Czechoslo- 
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vakia and that in so doing I committed espionage. 

said I was not sure that was espionage. I 
asked the interpreter to show me the law. He 
went to a desk drawer, took out a green paper- 
backed book and read from it. 

I know now what the law says. It says that 
anybody who gathers secret political, economic 
or military information, regardless of his pur- 
pose, commits espionage. 

But I was led to believe that gathering any 
political, economic or military information, se- 
cret or otherwise, was against the law. 

In the light of this interpretation, the state- 
ment was true. To refuse to admit what was true 
would only antagonize my captors and worsen my 
plight. I borrowed a fountain pen from the inter- 
preter to write my name beneath the statement, 
and out of it came green ink of the same tint as 
that used to make the “X” on the photograph 
Hustdk had left in my office. The Boss, his eyes 
gleaming, hurried out, carrying my first confes- 
sion, signed on my third day of custody. 

The confession earned no rest. The question- 
ing went on until after midnight, and was re- 
sumed at dawn. I spent part of the fourth day 
helping two interpreters decipher my notebooks. 
I got two meals, and about 
six hours more sleep. On 
the fifth day—Friday—I 
was again up at dawn, but 
after the morning interro- 
gation I got a surprise. 
Guards took me across the 
hall to a room with a bath- 
tub and I was allowed to 
strip down and wash off the 
dirt and sweat that had 
been stagnating on me since 
Monday. I also was allowed 
to shave. That night I got a 
surprise of another sort. 

The Boss had told me, 
“If you don’t behave, I'll 
have to put you in a cell.” 
I thought I was behaving 
pretty well, aside from the 
fact that I had denied many of their accusations. 
Nonetheless, the guards brought me a prison uni- 
form and ordered me to put it on. Then they 
blindfolded me and led me away, and at midnight 
I found myself in a cell. A narrow cell with tiny 
windows and a straw mat on a bare wooden floor 
—a dirty tan mat just wide enough for one per- 
son, with a dirty pillow and two thin cotton-wool 
blankets. The blankets stank. Overhead a bleak 
electric bulb glowed. 

I crawled numbly under the stinking blankets, 
my mind spinning with exhaustion. All I could 
think about clearly was: perhaps now they'll let 
me sleep. All night, maybe. Maybe into the morn- 
ing. had been hounded and badgered from dawn, 
until midnight each day since my arrest. For five 
nights I had slept restlessly, sometimes on a hard 
chair, sometimes on the hard cot, never more 
than six hours, the sleep disturbed by wild dreams 
of freedom and faraway places. Tonight, perhaps, 
I would really sleep, despite the guard’s eye bulg- 
ing at the peephole of the cell door, despite the 
glowing light and the damp chill of the cell. Per- 
haps the worst was over. 

Something went “Bang! Bang! Bang!” My eyes 
flew open and I tore off the handkerchief I had 
folded over them against the electric glare. My 
cell door opened and a guard stepped in. He hand- 
ed me a pair of black, cloth-covered goggles. I sub- 

ently learned that it was 4 a.m. My “long 
sleep” had been just four hours. Actually, it was 
the last bitter step in the softening-up process— 
now the StB was ready to “break” me. Forty-two 
hours later they had succeeded.

I put on the goggles and the guard took my 
arm and led me out. I stumbled along, my eyes 
burning, my feet heavy. We moved slowly, turn- 
ing several corners, for what seemed a long dis- 
tance. At length we stopped and the guard dropped 
my arm. I felt a sort of panic—standing alone, 
seeing nothing but the blackness of my blindfold, 
without a clue to where I was. 

Suddenly a voice shouted something in Czech, 
and then another voice shouted it in English: 

“You are now facing the state power of the 
Czechoslovak Republic!” 

Then voices came at me from all sides. I was 
still blindfolded, but I knew the voices: the chief 
interrogator, The Boss; a pudgy little interpreter 
who spoke cockney English; the muscle man. One 
by one, they yelled at me. 

They had my notebooks. By their order, I had 
numbered the pages in each and written in it, 
“This is my notebook, which was taken from me 
April 23, 1951. William Nathan Oatis.” Now The 
Boss, giving a page number in one of these, asked 
me about a list of supposed military sites writ- 
ten there. 

“Where did you get that?” he demanded. 

"From Colonel Atwood, the American mili- 
tary attaché.” 

“What did you do with 
it?” 

“Nothing.” 

“What did you want it 
for?” 

“Just for my own infor- 
mation. I didn’t intend to 
use it in a news story.” 

“Why did you go to At- 
wood?” 

“To check a report I got 
from Goburdhun, the char- 
gé d'affaires of the Indian 
Embassy.” 

“What did he tell you?” 

“He said he’d heard that 
some apartments in his 
neighborhood were being 
taken over for army officers. 
I asked Atwood about it. He told me he'd heard 
the same thing. Then he gave me this list.” 

“Did you send it to London?” 

“No. I'd never have sent anything like that 
to London.” 

“Then why did you write it down?” 

“Just for my ‘own information—for back- 
ground.” 

There were snarls of disbelief, and then a mo- 
ment of silence. I slipped in a question of my 
own. I thought The Boss’s answer might throw 
some light on why I was under arrest. 

“A man told me here the other day that if I'd 
work for you, you'd turn me loose and give me 
some money besides,” I said. “Is that right?” 

“Who told you that?” 

“A bald-headed man in a black suit—day be- 
fore yesterday, I think it was.” 

There was dead silence. Then I heard a clatter 
of shoes on the floor, and some whispering. And 
at last The Boss said, “He was just testing your 
character.” 

‘The voices began beating at me again. I stood 
there two hours while they whirled around me. 
Then there were many footfalls, and a door 
closed, and I heard the command, “Take off your 
glasses.” 

I slipped the blind goggles off over my head 
and looked around. I had fancied myself in a great, 
empty, echoing place. like a darkened stage. But I 
saw that I was in a rather small room, perhaps no 
more than 15 feet square furnished with an ob- 
long table and several chairs. Only two men had 
stayed with me—the bald-headed interpreter and 
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the bulky, canary-haired young man who had been bringing me my 
meals. They let me sit down. The youth went out and soon came 
back with a plate of pastry and a cup of coffee with the grounds left 
in it. I drank it slowly, savoring each sip, and ate the grounds out 
of the bottom of the cup. The time was now about half-past seven. 

Presently my guards led me across the hall to another room 
overlooking a sunny courtyard. Two photographs hung on the 
white wall—President Klement Gottwald and Josef Stalin. The 
only furniture consisted of a single straight chair in the middle 
of the room. I sat in it. 


I was asked to tell how Muntz had helped me check a published 
report, coming in on the wire under a foreign dateline, that Gott- 
wald was “under house arrest” (we had found his flag still flying 
at the presidential palace). 

I was pressed to say how Woydinek had got me a story that peo- 
ple were being fired from the Ministry of Foreign Trade for favoring 
the West in trade policy. 

Noon came, and the questions went on. Two o'clock passed, 
d they did not stop. A short time after that The Boss was back 
n in the group that kept nagging at me. 

Suddenly The Boss snapped, “Do you know the name ‘Komé- 


rek?’” 
"Yes," 


He brightened. 

“How do you know it?” he said. 

“Because I saw it on a paper lying on a desk across the hall, 
just the other day.” 

That was true. I had never met Vladimir Komirek, alias Josef 
Kulhdnek. I had not even known his name till I saw that police 
document. 

My employes knew him, but to me they spoke of him only as 
“that boy who's out of the country.” He was a Czech refugee who 
lived in Paris and came back to his homeland from time to time 
on mysterious errands. The police said that somebody he knew in 
Czechoslovakia had shot and killed one of their men in Prague 
the previous February. 

Now they were trying to tie me up with him, and on this score 
Tresisted them, 


“Stand up!" 


'HE lights were turned on. Seven o'clock came, and soon after 
mebody brought me a plate of roast pork, sauerkraut and 
Czech dumplings. The dumplings, without gravy, were dry 
in my mouth, and I could not get them all down. But I ate every- 
thing else. 

The interrogation proceeded. By perhaps 1 a.m. I was irritable 
from fatigue, and I said something The Boss disliked. 

“Stand up!” he commanded sharply. I felt the command like a 
blow in the stomach. I forced my tired frame to a vertical posture, 
my shoulders sagging forward weakly. 

The Boss stood beside me. He bent his wiry body like an Indian 
medicine man doing an ecstatic corn dance. He cocked his head to- 
ward me, shook his finger at my head and shouted into my ear, 
“You know Komérek!” I insisted that I did not. 

Istood for an hour, and swayed on my feet. I stood for another, 
and felt I could not hold myself up another minute. I stood for a 
third hour. 

I had been awake 24 hours. I had been questioned till I could 
hardly think any longer. In the nightmarish glare of the electric 
light filling the bare room, my eyes kept drooping shut. I felt faint, 
and I was near exhaustion. I asked permission to sit down, and 
they would not let me. Suddenly I was filled with the courage 
of desperation. 

I told The Boss, ‘I'm not going to answer any more questions 
tonight. I want to go to bed.” 

“You'll be sorry you said that.” 

He seized my right arm in a hard grip, jerked me around and 
hurried me into the hallway, others following. I was swept down 
the long hall, past some portraits of Communist cabinet ministers. 

Downstairs in the lobby I was left momentarily with an enor- 
mous man dressed in olive drab and armed with a submachine gun. 
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tis (left), deposed foreign minister, and ex-Ambassador Vladimir Outrata, 
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Then The Boss came back and said, “Hold out your hands.” I did, 
and on my wrists he clamped a pair of handcuffs and locked them 
with a little key. . 

I was escorted out to a little Czech-built Skoda sedan and put 
between two plainclothesmen in the back seat, while two others 
sat in front. I was blindfolded and forced to bend forward, and 
we drove off. The ride was long, but at length we stopped. I was 
taken out of the car, still blindfolded. We walked through an echo- 
ing corridor, up several flights of stairs and then down another cor- 
ridor. At last I was allowed to uncover my eyes and sit down, 

I was looking across a desk into the pale, heavily pouched blue 
eyes of the ever-present Boss. He leaned toward me and said, “This 
is the best prison in Europe.” 

I wondered at the effrontery of any Czech Communist claiming 
to have anything better than the Soviet Union—even a prison. 
I later found out the reason for his boast. This was a secret prison 
five miles west of central Prague, in the village of Ruzyné—a 
prison devoted to the interrogation of suspects and their prepara- 
tion for trial. Very few people, relatively, know about Ruzyné— 
only the politicians, priests, policemen, soldiers, clerks, doctors 
and workers who have endured its stuffy, stinking cells and the 
shouts and sneers of its interrogators. 

“How many steps are there up here?” The Boss abruptly shot 
at me. 

“Ninety.” 

"You're still a spy,” The Boss said, and smiled. 

It was a pretty grim joke. But I smiled too, politely. My head 
was clearer now from the fresh air and the walking. Somebody 
brought in a pan full of thick, fat slabs of raw bacon. They gave me 
some. I had not realized how hungry I was; I ate that raw bacon 
as if it had been a choice delicatessen item. 

ached in the neck, shoulders, arms and legs. I felt I should drop 
if I were forced to stand on my feet again. And so, to keep from 
being made to stand, I tried to answer The Boss's questions. 

What about my dispatch on the disappearance of Clementis, 
the deposed prime minister? 

I told them the story: 

Early in February, Counselor Tyler Thompson told me the U.S. 
embassy had had a strange telephone call. The caller said he was a 
policeman and wanted to let the embassy know that the police had 
been hunting Dr. Clementis for three days. 

There had been nothing in the papers about Clementis since the 
previous May, two months after he had lost his job as foreign min- 
ister. At that time he had confessed “errors” to a Communist 
conference in Bratislava. Thompson’s tip suggested that he might 
have fled the country. It was something to check. I picked up two 
of my Czech colleagues and we went together to the Clementis 
apartment. 

A small brunette answered the bell. One of my men asked, in 
Czech, for Dr. Clementis. She said he was not in, and shut the door. 

While we stood there talking about what to do next, a man in a 
leather coat and a blue beret came into the lobby. The woman 
opened the door and told him we had been bothering her. He 
ordered us out of the house. I knew his garb. It was typical of the 
secret policemen I had seen in Prague hotel lobbies, looking after 
distinguished visitors. We walked out. He followed, and outside 
another plainclothesman joined him. They trailed us down the

street toward our car, and presently we saw two uniformed police- 
men coming toward us. 

The four closed in on us. The plainclothesmen asked to see our 
identity cards. We showed these, and they took our names. Then 
they left. We drove back to the office. 

I wrote a story to the effect that Clementis was missing from 
his apartment and that police were watching the place. I sug- 
gested in this dispatch that he was either out of the country or 
under arrest. 

“Did you send that story to London?” The Boss asked tri- 
umphantly. 

I said I had. Unofficial reporting? Yes. Espionage? Hardly. 

The hours dragged by—seven, eight, nine in the morning. I had 
been awake 29 hours. 

The Boss questioned me on a story I had filed to London several 
months before. I got it this w 

On the wire I saw a dispatch from Vienna reporting that a Czech 
flying student had escaped from Czechoslovakia by air. He had 
flown a light training plane from an airport near Brno to the vicin- 
ity of Braunau in the American zone of Austria. 

Muntz saw the story too. He said he knew the man and the air- 
port. He made a telephone call to check his information and get a 
little more. And I took what he gave me and wrote a short story 
and sent it to London. 

I regarded it then as an inconsiderable item to be published be- 
low the Vienna dispatch—the kind of story editors call a “follow.” 
But the police took a different view of it: they regarded it as 
espiona 

“Don’t you see how that story could be used?” The Boss asked 
me. 

I said I could not. So he explaine 

in Austria, he said, would want to use the refugee as an agent. But 
they would first have to see whether he was truthful. 
7 could question him. But they would have no way of know- 
ing whether he was telling a straight story unless they had some- 
thing to check his story against. And my “follow” would give 
them that. 

The Boss left before noon, but others carried on. 

The afternoon passed slowly. By 4 p.m. I had been up 36 hours, 
and I was nearing a state of numbness. Throughout the day I had 
had nothing to eat but raw bacon. But around half-past six, after 
the lights had gone on, I was given a breaded veal cutlet. It was good,

Though a lawyer could justly question 
whether this was in fact secret—and therefore illegal—informa- 
tion, there was no question about the fact that I had collected it. 
‘That part of ¢hat statement was true. 

Now the police wrote another statement and put it before me to 
sign. This would have had me admit that I gave military informa- 
tion to Thompson and Atwood and in that way also broke the 
espionage law. The statement would have had me admitting an 
intent that I did not have—an intent to commit espionage. I re- 
fused to sign it.

might be doing to myself by signing this document—and what 
I might be doing by refusing to sign it. But there was something 
else I wanted more. 

‘That was sleep. I had been awake 42 hours. Through that time, 
almost without letup, I had been questioned, browbeaten and be- 
rated. I was limp with fatigue. My eyes kept falling shut, my mind 
kept blanking out. My future might lie in the balance, but the 
future must take care of itself. Tomorrow was another day. Tonight 
was what bore me down. I must end it somehow. There seemed 
only one way to do that, and that was to sign the confession. 

So I signed it. 

The 42 hours had finished me. I had gone to embassy people 
for help in my unofficial reporting, a procedure followed by jour- 
nalists everywhere, but now I had confessed the opposite. I had 

signed a paper saying I went to the embassy to deliver information 

rather than to obtain it. I had not chosen to thus abandon the 
truth—the choice had been made for me. But once abandoned, 
truth could not be reclaimed. 

Two days later an StB lieutenant, a tall, 
with brown hair, yellow eyes and a sardonic smile, began writ- 
ing my “protocol”—the confession I would read in court. Each 
part began by saying that I had been “acquainted with the ma- 
terial and warned to tell the truth.” On each page I was told 
to write: “I have read this. I have approved it. I have signed 
it. William Nathan Oatis.”

T first, the record was factual, and I signed it readily, Then, 
A as the lieutenant worked it over, distortions began to appear.

But most of all it was my knowl- 
edge of their power and my helplessness, and my conviction that 
to confess, and to confess what they wanted me to confess, was my 
only way out.

For centuries a giant elm, whose rooted stump still 
stands (above), grew in Worms, Germany, the city 
where Martin Luther was excommunicaied by the 
Catholic Church in 1521. Around the elm grew 
many legends, the most durable of which was about 
two burghers of Worms who got into a fight over the 
religion Luther had founded. One burgher, enraged 
when his opponent pooh-poohed protestantism as a 
passing fad, jammed his stick in the ground and 
shouted, “As certainly as this stick shail take root

and grow into a tree, so will Luther's faith remain, 

The stick took root and a tree grew. Known as 
Lutherbaum (Luther's tree), it outlasted weather, 
time and a 1945 blitz which destroyed the 1,100- 
year-old Magn irche, the church where Luther 
defended his heresies 400 years ago. But in 1947 the 
tree had rotted badly and thrifty Lutherans decided 
to cut it down to help rebuild their church. By last 
week the faithful elm, carved into relics and sold in 
Europe and the U.S., had already earned $4,000.

He spent most of his life in a pair of messy’ canvas pants and a 
sweatshirt, and people looked surprised any time he turned up 
in a normal collar and tie. 


But when Knute Rockne went out of this world, even the President 
of the United States felt the loss, and wrote a message to the nation, 
And that seems odd when you consider that all Knute ever did 
was play a game, It’s odd, that is, until you think about it.

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THE PEOPLE'S 
HORSE 


Native Dancer, a lovable type who dotes on dandelions, 


is curious about other horses and has a way of winning

JHE horse named Native Dancer andre- 

ferred to by his admirers with respect 

and affection as The Dancer is 3 years 
old, gray, distinguished, completely 
ing and a surefire TV matinee ‘dol. He ap- 
peals to teenagers as well as to octogenar- 
ians, and fan clubs have begun springing 
up across the land. Like any celebrity he 
is swamped with fan mail addressed to 
him personally. 

When he is scheduled to go into his act 
on Saturday afternoon some 10-million of 
his admirers huddle around TV sets waiting 
for his image to flash on the sereen. When it 
does there is no mistaking it. Only one 
Thoroughbred horse in a hundred is gray, 
and Native Dancer is the color of gunpow- 
der with a little white mixed in, 
salt-and-pepper effect. He will get li 
lighter as time goes on and eventually, at 5 
or 6, will be almost snow white. 

This spectral appearance sets him apart 
from the herd. It makes him easy to follow 
early in the race and impossible to ignore 
when he makes his big run at the finish. The 
Dancer is also endowed with what is known 
in Hollywood as “projection.” He mugs for 
the camera, waggles a pair of remarkably 
mobile ears and in general makes anyone 
who sees him for the first time feel as 
though he has known him all his life. 

The Dancer has won all but one of his 19 
races, Characteristically, it was the biggest 
of them, the Kentucky Derby, that he lost. 
It is possible that the second defeat in his 
racing life will occur when he meets the 
Greentree Stable’s Tom Fool, a seemingly 
unbeatable 4-year-old bay colt who is the 
champion of the older hors 

Speculation on which horse will win has 
been heating up for a month and horse-for- 
horse bets as high as $10,000 have resulted 
from arguments. The race, which promises 
to be one of the greatest of all time, may take 
place at Belmont Park on Long Island: Sept. 
26, but more likely they will not meet until 
the Pimlico Special at Baltimore late in Oc- 
tober. It will be The Dancer's first experi- 
ence in stepping out of his age division. The 
older horse, winner of his last eight races, is 
the choice ‘of the professionals. But when 
the Gray and the Bay take the track, The 
Dancer will carry the hopes of the other peo- 
ple in th stands and in front of television 
screens. They feel that he belongs to them. 

The man he actually belongs to and who 
has collected his winnings of $743,920 is 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, a generally calm 
and affable millionaire of 41. Being the own- 
er of such a horse gives him an immense 
feeling of satisfaction mixed with occasional 
twinges of apprehension. “You're afraid 


things won’t go the way they should,” be 
says. The horse’s trainer, Bill W. inf 
knows this fear too but he says he will prob- 
ably never get another horse like this one, 
and he guesses that he should be able to 
stand it once. Before each race Winfrey frets 
until the moment he lifts the jockey up on 
the horse, at which point he figures the rest 
is in the hands of Jockey Eric Guerin and the 
mind of The Dancer. Then Jockey Guerin, a 
Cajun from Louisiana, tries to pull himself 
together for an ce which he says he 
cannot describe. “It’s like trying to describe 
a parachute jump to a guy who's never made 
one,” he says. 

But the horse is a safe bet to be utterly 
indifferent to the whole affair. Unlike most 
Thoroughbreds, who sweat and quiver and 
prance before a race, The Dancer seems to 
have no nerves at all. Before the Travers 
Stakes at Saratoga last month a mob of ad- 
mirers closed in on him in the paddock. 
Sweeping past the policeman as: 
guard him, they clutched at his sleek hide, 
pulled hairs out of his tail for souvenirs 
and threatened to make him the first horse 
in history trampled to death by humans. 
Through it all he stood there as dignified as 
an old dog, then won the race by six lengths. 


People. yes; flies, no 
IHE Dancer can take people or leave 
them alone but he cannot stand flies. 

Like most grays he has an extremely tender 
hide and when flies light on him he gets a 
little crazy. As a result he is“accompanied 
wherever he travels by 60 square yards of 
wire screen wh forms a distinctive vest 
bule in front of his stall and extends back 
on top of it. It serves the double purpose 
of keeping away both flies and people. 

At Vanderbilt headquarters in Barn 20 at 
Belmont Park his stall is also equipped with 
fans which suck out warm air on hot days. 
The Dancer is abnormally sensitive to heat, 
or as Les Murray. his Negro groom, puts it, 
“He's the hottest-getting horse you ever 
saw.”” When the temperature too high 
in his stall his sides begin heaving. One day 
he got the “thumps” so badly that they 
turned the hose on him. The Dancer also 
has an ion_to hiecups. a rarity among 
horses. but this is a harmless nuisane 
so far nobody has taught him to get rid of 
them by holding his breath. 

In an era when most race hors 
ed with hormones, 2 vitamins, peni 
diathermy and patent appetite boosters, The 
Dancer gets nothing more exciting than a 
little liniment rubbed on his ankles. Trainer 
Winfrey has nightmares about those ankles,

which constitute his only physical weakness. Last year they 
showed heat and puffiness but responded to treatment. Otherwise 
he is what horsemen call “foolproof.” If you make a mistake with 
him, he covers up for you. His manners and disposition are per- 
fect. He eats like a big hog, has a sweet tooth for dandelions, 
weighs 1,100 pounds (100 pounds more than the average race 
horse) and exhibits the same outlook on life as the old nag who 
kept running into trees, not because he could not see them but 
because he “just didn’t give a damn.” 

The Dancer is not the kind of horse that can be petted. When 
people try it he thinks they want to play, and his idea of play is 
taking two fingers off at the first knuckle with his teeth or pawing 
with his giant front hoofs. He once grabbed a large police dog with 
his teeth and flung him playfully against a wall 10 feet away. Win- 
frey still remembers a black eye he got from being kneed by the 
horse. But The Dancer is not a kicker and when he goes out on the 
track in the morning a 6-year-old child 
could ride him. 

He gallops with his head held low 
and cocked to one side. Flecks of foam 
invariably show at the corners of his 
mouth as he plays with the bit, but 
there is no noticeable pull on the 
reins. “You can gallop him with a silk 
thread,” said one rider in amazement 
after getting on him for the first time. 
Unlike most horses, he seems to know 
what is expected of him and does it 
without wasting his own or anybody 
else’s time. 

Occasionally he is overwhelmed by 
JOCKEY Guerin has ridden CUTiosity. About twice a year he de- 
The Dancer in 18 of 19 races, cides to see how high in the air he can 

toss Bernie Everson, his exercise boy. 
“He's so durn quick,” says Bernie, 
“that there’s no getting set or saving yourself. You're just gone.” 

The Dancer also has an almost childish interest in other horses. 
One morning while running at almost top speed he took a notion to 
watch a pair of steeplechase horses schooling over the jumps just 
ahead and to one side of him in the centerfield. As he gained on the 
two jumpers and passed them his head kept turning until it was 
at right angles to his body. It took some loud hollering and vigorous 
shaking of the reins to straighten him out. 

Evidently the steeplechasers made quite an impression on him. 
During a workout several weeks later, when the furlong poles cast 
long shadows across the track in the early morning sun, he put on 
a performance which horrified his trainer. Each time he came to a 
shadow he took off like a gazelle, just as if he were going over a 
fence, and gracefully sailed through the air. 

In a race The Dancer is inclined to take charge of things, the 
jockey going along more or less for the ride. He runs like Exter- 
minator, a wise old campaigner of 40 years ago who was credited 
with teaching his jockeys how to win races. Exterminator knew

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how long to wait before moving up and how to win close, exciting 
finishes without doing any more work than necessary. 

Jockey Guerin admits that even if he is nervous before a race 
he settles down the moment he is on The Dancer because the horse 
is so calm and confident himself. “He has all the instincts and re- 
actions of a human being,” says Guerin, “and sometimes I think 
he has more real sense on how to run a race than I do.” The horse 
used to be distracted during a race by trees and birds and particu- 
larly by other horses. Now he is distracted only by other horses. 
Often when he pa to give them a once-over. 

Like all Thoroug! eat style and class, he can make a 
lesser horse falter and lose his rhythm. He does it simply by run- 
ning at half throttle and staying even while the other horse is 
doing his utmost. Horses can tell when they have met their mas- 
ter and it has a marked psychological effect on them, Sometimes a 
horse can be ruined by another in this fashion.

clockers most was that he did it without effort. It was valuable in- 
formation to have about an unknown horse and the clockers fig- 
ured to win some nice bets on him in his first race. But Trainer 
Winfrey, suddenly realizing that this was no ordinary animal, de- 
cided not to hurry, and The Dancer did not start at Santa Anita. 
Even so, before The Dancer left for the east, word was all over 
California that Vanderbilt had a gray colt that could fly. 

Thus The Dancer was a 7-to-5 favorite when he made his first 
start at Jamaica in New York. He won by four and a half lengths 
with his ears wiggling. Owner Vanderbilt, who does not bet and 
does not exaggerate either, commented, “He'll do.” 

The Dancer soon became a hard horse to bet on for the simple 
reason that fewer and fewer people were crazy enough to bet 
against him. As he kept winning one big race after another—the 

outhful Stakes, the Hopeful, “the Belmont Futurity—his odds 
became ridiculously short. 

He won his races easily, although in the Futurity he gave his 
supporters a bad moment when he was boxed between horses a 
furlong from the finish. He slapped his ears back flat against his 
neck and fought his way through the jam—only to slow down 
again. Then, apparently, he noticed that there was another horse 
still three lengths in front of him. Three or four jumps at his in- 
credible full speed put him ahead. He coasted on to the finish, 
equaling the world’s record for six and one-half furlongs. Partly 
because of that he became the first two-year-old in history to be 
named “Horse of the Year.”

The Dancer the love his followers now lavish on him. He had to 
lose this year’s Kentucky Derby. This first and thoroughly shock- 
defeat produced tears in front of TV sets and in the stands at 
rehill Downs, Even Trainer Winfrey cried, but not, he says, 
il later when nobody was looking.” 
‘There are lots of conflicting explanations of The Dancer's fail- 
e in the Derby but the real one should have been obvious to 
one who could believe what he saw: the horse simply would 
not run full out. After being bumped early and shut off momen- 
tarily on the stretch turn, he was still only a length and a half off 
the leader with 100 o. Only then, with the w hip stinging 
his flanks, di . But it was too late and he missed 
by a whisker in a photo-finish. 

In his next two big races, the Preakness and the Belmont Stakes, 
he won by a scant three feet. He appeared to enjoy blowing his 
breath on lesser horses, running in second gear while they were 
trying their utmost, and then pushing ahead to win. 

For this the race track professionals began knocking The Dane- 
er. Max Hirsch, one of the great trainers of the last quarter cen- 
tury, said he couldn’t see him as a great horse. Jockey Eddie Ar- 
caro, who claimed to be “an expert on Native Dancer’s stern” 
because he had looked at that end of him so often while ng 
other horses, refused to admit he was in the class of Citation, the 
all-time money winner. In July, when The Dancer made his first 
trip to Chicago to run in the $154,000 Arlington Classic doubters 
from the Midwest knew of at least two locals who were going to out- 
run him. But after running last to the head of the stretch Native 
Dancer passed the entire field i in four unbelievably great strides. 

Now, because of the vehemence of his detractors, he holds in the 
eyes of the general race-going public the unique position of an un- 
derdog that “keeps on winning. At Sara| prings one morning he 
reached the ultimate in acclaim when the race tr: weepers put 
down their brooms and applauded as he galloped by. Last month 
he made a triumphant journey back to Chicago for the rich Ameri- 
can Derby—a journey not unlike a whistlestop tour of a presiden- 
tial special. The Dancer rode in a private car on the Empire State 
Express, attended by five men and a boy. Everywhere the train 
stopped-—Buffalo, Erie, Ashtabula, Ohio—crowds gathered to see 
and admire, popping their heads in the open doors of his car to as 
“Is that him?” Disappointed that the horse was not stomping and 
breathing fire, one cynic remarked, “He don’t look like much.” No 
animal had inspired such rubbernecking since Dan Patch, the great 
pacer, was taken on tour at the turn of the century.

In his absence the great 
Eddie Arcaro, despite his anti-Dancer remarks, was to have the 
mount. When The Dancer, with Arcaro in the saddle, came out for 
amorning workout, all activity stopped at the track. The secretary's 
office, normally crowded at that hour, was deserted, Riders who 
were galloping other horses pulled up and went to the outside fence 
to watch. the backstretch was lined solid for almost a quarter of a 
mile with race track people.
